We would, that they could be brought to realize that 
through the Sunday school the majority of ‘the accessions to 
the church comes; vet our information. is that the Sunday 
school enrollment is only about fifty per cent of that of, the 
thureh. This is a condition to be deplored. and to assist in 
over-coming this coridition we suggest that the subjett be kept 
béfore the churches and stress the importance of increasing 
the membe ‘rship of the Sunday schools, 

Our observation is. that the majority of the best workers 
1 the church are the ones who come up through the Sunday 
school. No doubt the Bible truths implanted in the minds and 
hearts of the voung gives to the church one with a broader 


vision of duty. a deeper and broader Vision of just what our 









Saviour meant whe ‘n he gave the commission, ‘*Go ve into all 
the world and preach the (iospel to every creature,’’ and when 
he said ‘‘Love they neighbor as thyself.”’ 
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Our experience leads us to conclude that the Christian 
fio has had the advantage of Sunday. school training, teach- 
Eg and Bible study, as a rule, can see_the needs of a lost 
world much more readily than otherwise, and can be more 
easily enlisted to work for and support all chureh work. They 
seem to have the spirit of ‘‘work and pay’’ as well as ‘‘ watch 
nd pray,’ and just as essential to doing the Master’s work 
Lets make a great effort to double the membership of the 
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Sunday school, not in numbers only, but in loyalty to the 
Master and His cause.
